THE PLANS FOR THE BUILDING AS FINALLY APPROVED PROVIDE FOR THE FOLLOW- 
ING FACILITIES. THE BASEMENT AND GROUND FLOOR WILL CONTAIN SPACE FOR 
THE PARKING OF THIRTY-SEVEN CARS, AND FIVE FLOORS WILL BE DEVOTED TO 
RESEARCH. ONLY THREE OF THESE FLOORS WILL BE FULLY EQUIPPED AT ONCE 
WHILE THE OTHER TWO WILL BE RESERVED FOR FUTURE EXPANSION. THE FOUNDA-

Dr. EpcaR A. TONNA AND HIS ASSOCIATES OF OUR RESEARCH LABORATORY 
HAVE RECENTLY HAD A THREE COLUMN SPREAD IN SEVERAL NEWSPAPERS THROUGHOUT 
THE COUNTRY AND I QUOTE SOME PARTS OF IT. “WasHINnGTON, Fes. 157TH -- 
A POSSIBLE CLUE TO HOW WE GROW OLD THAT MAY EVENTUALLY EXPLAIN PART OF
